AN ORDINANCE TO LEVY A TAX 


ON TAXABLE PROPERTY IN

new deal in the guise of progress, 
laymen are better able

than 
to 
recommend 


laws. By education, mostly through 
the newspapers, in the era of the 
labor relations board, the people 
who voted out tho majority of the 
ClO's selected friends and' elected 
its selected enemies, were equip- 
ped, at least, to reject 
as 
vils 


many conditions which were glib- 
ly called "labor's 
gains," 
these 


bad practices had become so gen- 
eral that the Roosevelt Supreme 
court, in some plainly outrageous 
cases, had the effrontery to bless 
them 
as 
inevitable, 
if 
not 
necessarily good, events in our 
progress toward a painted canvas 
mirage called the more abundant 
life. 


For example, the court held that 


n union, because it was a union, 
was justified in publishing absolute 
lies against a law-abiding company 
with the avowed intention of run- 
ning that company's business. It 
held again that if a Stickup man 
held a union card and acted in the 
capacity of a union man he auto- 
matically became an employee of 
his victim in 'a highway robbery, 
and, in the course of his opinion, 
Justice James Byrnes, now our sec- 
retary of state, took comfort from 
the practice of the musicians' un- 
ion in an old shakedown whereby 
an employer had to pay full wages 
to half a dozen or more nameless 
and theoretical fiddlers and horn- 
ists who performed no work and 
didn't even show up. He referred 
to this as the stand-by 
principle 
and said it was legal and good. The 
unions and their lawyers ,who in- 
clude 
some, of 
the 
cleverest 


shysters in tile history of the pro- 
fession, were delighted by these 
victories but they were actually 
cheering over nasty little acts of 
torment which iinally turned the 
vote overwhelmingly against them 
and all their unions. The fools had 
learned nothing from the examples 
of the anti-saloon league and the 
stock swindlers of the era of wond- 
erful nonsense. 


I was one of those who analyzed 
the Byrnes opinion 
and 
argued, 


without challenge from their side, 
because they knew I 
was 
right, 


that if a stickup man with a team- 
ster's card could levy a tax of $9 
on a truck crossing an imaginary 
line between the jurisdictions of 
two locals, he could, with equal 
right, tax the owner of the truck 
$9,000. The amount of the shake- 
down was up to the conscience of 
the local union, which might be 
nothing but a pack of common cri- 
minals. The result that the ma- 
jority of the court invited was abso- 
lute 
strangulation 
of .interstate 


commerce by authority of a law 
whose professed purpose 
was to 


facilitate such commerce. A more 
appropriate name for the stand-by 
principle would be the shake-down 
principle or the 
racket 
principle 


for it is nothing but a method of 
blackmail. It is known, also, 
as 


feather-bedding where, again, it is 
blackmail. If the employer doesn'l 
pay for work that is not needed and 
not performed, the union will make 
it impossible for him to get men to 
perform work that he does need, 
even at prices which are entirely 
satisfactory to men who would like 
to do that work.

By education, mostly through 
the newspapers, in the era of the 
labor relations board, the people 
who voted out tho majority of the 
ClO's selected friends and' elected 
its selected enemies, were equip- 
ped, at least, to reject 
as

many conditions which were glib- 
ly called "labor's 
gains," 
these 


bad practices had become so gen- 
eral that the Roosevelt Supreme 
court, in some plainly outrageous 
cases, had the effrontery to bless 
them 
as 
inevitable, 
if 
not 
necessarily good, events in our 
progress toward a painted canvas 
mirage called the more abundant 
life. 


For example, the court held that 


n union, because it was a union, 
was justified in publishing absolute 
lies against a law-abiding company 
with the avowed intention of run- 
ning that company's business. It 
held again that if a Stickup man 
held a union card and acted in the 
capacity of a union man he auto- 
matically became an employee of 
his victim in 'a highway robbery, 
and, in the course of his opinion, 
Justice James Byrnes, now our sec- 
retary of state, took comfort from 
the practice of the musicians' un- 
ion in an old shakedown whereby 
an employer had to pay full wages 
to half a dozen or more nameless 
and theoretical fiddlers and horn- 
ists who performed no work and 
didn't even show up. He referred 
to this as the stand-by 
principle 
and said it was legal and good. The

shysters in tile history of the pro- 
fession, were delighted by these 
victories but they were actually 
cheering over nasty little acts of 
torment which iinally turned the 
vote overwhelmingly against them 
and all their unions. The fools had 
learned nothing from the examples 
of the anti-saloon league and the 
stock swindlers of the era of wond- 
erful nonsense. 


I was one of those who analyzed 
the Byrnes opinion 
and 
argued, 


without challenge from their side,

$9,000. The amount of the shake- 
down was up to the conscience of 
the local union, which might be 
nothing but a pack of common cri- 
minals.

commerce by authority of a law 
whose professed purpose 
was to 


facilitate such commerce. A more 
appropriate name for the stand-by 
principle would be the shake-down 
principle or the 
racket 
principle 


for it is nothing but a method of 
blackmail. It is known, also, 
as 


feather-bedding where, again, it is 
blackmail. If the employer doesn'l 
pay for work that is not needed and 
not performed, the union will make 
it impossible for him to get men to 
perform work that he does need, 
even at prices which are entirely 
satisfactory to men who would like 
to do that work.

Council Passes 
Ordinance for 
Garbage System 


The city's proposed garbage dis- 
posal system became a reality last 
night with the passage of an ordi- 
nance by the local council in 
its 
regular meeting. 


Operation of the plan only awaits 


delivery of a truck suitable to col- 
lect garbage. Under the setup the 
garbage will be 
collected 
twice 
each week. A charge of fifty cents 
a month for each family head will 
be made regardless of whether a 
family disposes of its own garbage. 


The ordinance, which was made

reading, sets up strict rules 
regulations which must be followed 
and violators are subject to court 
action. Housewives must put gar- 
bage in closed containers in n place 
where it is easily accessible 
to 
collectors. 


Council action followed a "mild" 
campaign from local citizens. The 
group, over a period of 
several 


months has received many requests 
asking that a garbage system be 
set up. At last night's meeting sev- 
eral citizens objected to a collect- 
ion fee, stating they disposed 
of 
their own garbage. There were told 
the plan is a citywide project and 
would include everyone.

All that is wise and commenda- 
ble, but there seem to bo some dif- 
ferences within the AFL's great 
family of unions between precept 
and practice. New York City was 
tied up for two months by a gen- 
eral trucking strike, plus a parcel 
delivery strike which lasted nearly 
as long. Thc Teamsters internation- 
al-sanctioned neither of them. Yet 
there are no indications to date of 
any punitive action against the wild- 
cat strikers. 
' Elsewhere in the AFL, carpenters 
'and' slageliands have thrown 
the 


motion picture into confusion by a 
jurisdiclional strike which the lead- 
iCrs of the warring unions 
have 
seemed unable or unwilling to set- 
tle. And now the miners stand ready 
to walk off the job again if the gov-
